I.P.M.S. Show 


A special film show was held on 
the 2nd May at the London meeting 
of I.P.M.S. by the Vintage Aircraft 
Flying Association and a_ large 
number of members attended. 
The first of the show was a black 
and white film made in 1919 of 
the first aircraft to fly from Britain 
to Australia, a Vickers Vimy. 
Most of this film was shot during 
this flight. This was followed by 
some slides showing in colour the 
construction of the Vimy. 

Then followed a colour film of 
the Vimy including trips to the 
Paris air show and at Manchester, 
concluding with the dramatic se- 
quence of the aircraft catching 
fire During the film Mr. G. J. 
Gregg gave a running commentary 
and answered members’ questions 
after the show.

Most common comment among 
the fascinated spectators at Hul- 
lavington was ‘When will these 
modellers reach the limit in Scale 
perfection ?’ 

One should explain first, that all 
twenty-three of the radio con- 
trolled models flown were of such a 
standard that each and every one

of them would have been an 
outstanding winner of the same 
event only a few seasons back. 
The standards are becoming 
increasingly higher year by year. 
Yet despite this fantastic challenge, 
where every’ entry’ represents 
thousands of hours in research 
and construction, there is no 
dearth of new names, no evidence 
of the ‘also-rans’ being frightened 
off. 

Winner of the R/C section was 
Terry Melleney with the Miles 
Hawk Speed Six as described on 
pages 614-617 of this issue. He 
scored highest for workmanship 
and maintained the best total of 
accuracy and flying points to gain 
a narrow lead over Roy Yates’ 
Percival Proctor which was the 
winner of the 1969 International at 
Bremen. In third place came 
Norman Butcher with his second 
Fokker DVIIT in unusual Dutch 
markings followed by Robin 
Lehman and a Nieuport XI Bebe 
and Dennis Bryant with a Rollason 
Condor. R. Scott’s fabulous Ryan 
PT 20 was 7th and the Ju 87 by 
Derek Ibbottson, 8th — both suffer- 
ing abbreviated flights with sour 
motor runs. 

In control line, the well-known 
Bristol Brigand by Albert Briggs 
just topped Derek Goddard's 
beautifully prepared Pfalz D.XII, 
and Mick Reeves came third with 
his Druine Turbulent.

of Shipping History in models 





description of a remarkable self-made collection 
produced at our special request by R. CARPENTER 


AFTER VISITING several mari- 
time museums in this country and 
on the Continent I came to the 
conclusion that sailing ships have 
received far more attention in the 
quality of exhibits and the space 
devoted to them than steam and 
motorships, particularly in respect 
of those built within the last 50 
years or so. It is possible that the 
magnitude of the subject and the 
space which would be required to 
do justice to it has inhibited any 
single museum from attempting 
the task in a big way. It is true 
that there are collections on public 
display which efficiently reflect a 
particular period of time or a 
local connection, but it is, never- 
theless, somewhat depressing to 
see some of the collections which 
are made up of builders’ models 
and publicity models, individually 
of interest, but collectively hardly 
adequate to present a balanced and 
logical impression of the remark- 
able progress which has been made 
in shipping over the last 100 years. 


A similar line of criticism can 
often be levelled at the collections 
built up by amateur model makers. 
In my own case I had by the late 
50s built up a range of models in 
different scales which had _ little 
connection with each other and 
certainly made no pretence at 
illustrating a particular aspect or 
period. By this time, too, I had a 
good idea of how much source 
material existed about steam and 
motor ships generally, and I found 
myself wondering just how far it 
would be possible — using a small 
scale—to build up a_ collection 
which would illustrate the develop- 
ment of shipping, or certain sec- 
tions of the industry, over about a 
period of 100 years. When it is 
realised that 150 passenger liners 
were built for British owners alone 
between 1919 and 1939, and that 
tramp steamers built during the 
same period could be counted in 
their hundreds, the size of the 
problem can be easily appreciated. 
To carry out such an enterprise in

its widest aspects would obviously 
be a near impossibility, and after 
much cogitation I decided that by 
adopting the period between 1840 
and 1930, with extensions up to the 
present time in certain cases, it 
should be possible to do something 
worthwhile. 


Without anything finally de- 
cided I turned my attention once 
again to miniature modelling and 
built a few models at the scale of 
1 inch=100 feet to determine the 
standard of workmanship which 
would be acceptable for the pur- 
pose. 


At the same time I decided to 
concentrate on liners, cargo liners 
and tankers, not only because they 
were to my mind the most attrac- 
tive ships, but also because of the 
known availability of plans and 
photographs. In addition, a few 
selected examples of other types 
would be included to give addi- 
tional variety and to permit com- 
parison of size between ships. For 
example, there are few people who 
can visualise the immensity of a 
200,000 ton tanker, but many have 
travelled on car ferries and have 
some idea of how large they are. 
As things stand at the moment, 
British passenger liners cover the

period from the ‘Britannia’ up to 
about 1930, with a few models sub- 
sequent to that time. Foreign pas- 
senger liners are included from 
about 1920, for it was at this time 
that they really began to make an 
impact on the shipping routes. It 
is, however, fully understood that 
in the case of certain lines, such as 
the French Line and the Mes- 
sageries Maritimes, it would be 
appropriate to go much further 
back, but some limitation had to 
be imposed. Cargo liners, both 
British and foreign are included 
from about 1920 and a_ similar 
restriction has been placed on oil 
tankers. Thus a period of over 
one hundred years is covered. 

The enterprise started slowly 
and some determination was re- 
quired to face up to the _ task 
ahead. Nevertheless, the produc- 
tion rate gradually increased and 
to date more than 200 models have 
been completed. I have not actu-

German ships and chartered or sold them to various companies sorely in need 
of vessels to re-establish services and replace lost tonnage. Prior to 1914 the 
Hamburg Amerika Line and the Norddeutscher Lloyd had built several large liners 
for the New York service. During the war they were either interned or spent their 
time in German ports. These were taken over and renamed by the Cunard Line 
(‘Berengaria’), The White Star Line (‘Majestic’ and ‘Homeric’), and the United 


In 1919 the Allies seized all 


States Lines (‘Leviathan, ‘George Washington’ and ‘America’). The Canadian 
Pacific Line also took over one or two smaller vessels. In time, new ships were 
built, an example of these being the ‘Paris’ of the French Line. In the early ‘30s 
the race for the Blue Riband started once again and within a few years the 
principal protagonists on the North Atlantic could all boast one or more new 
ships which had made the fastest crossing. This tremendous expansion of tonnage 
corresponded with the great recession — then called the ‘Slump’ — and there were 
too many ships chasing too little business. 


SMALL LINERS OF THE 1920s. For at least eight years after 1919, shipyards 
all over the world were employed at high pressure replacing war losses and 
obsolescent liners. The Cunard Line built a series of intermediate ships for the 
New York run and several smaller liners to operate to the St. Lawrence River 
ports. The Orient Line built a series of five magnificent ships, whilst the P and O 
Line built no less than 15 liners between 1920 and 1930. This was also a period 
during which three and four funnelled ships continued to enter service at 
regular intervals, and even the British India Line had two ships with three funnels. 
The experiment was not repeated. The four-funnelled ‘Windsor’ and ‘Arundel 
Castles’ were later re-engined and refitted with two shorter and sturdier funnels. 
The Ellerman Lines smaller liner ‘City of Nagpur’, was built in 1922 and torpedoed 
in 1941. During the ‘30s the ‘City of Nagpur’ was a very popular cruise liner. The 
‘Remuera’ of the New Zealand Shipping Company was built in 1911 and remained 
in service until 1940 when she became a war casualty. The ‘Empress of Australia’ 
was once the German liner ‘Tirpitz’. The ‘Empress’ was not extremely good at 
keeping convoy station, and on one occasion she had completely disappeared 
over the horizon during the night. After an anxious wait three funnels were 


eventually seen, whereupon, without reference to a Bible, the Captain of the ocean 
escort ordered the following signal to be made to all ships: —- ‘Read Luke 15, 
Verse 6’. Readers may now turn to their Bibles.

ally maintained an absolute stan- 
dard and some models have more 
detail than others. Those made 
more recently are basically better 
productions than the earlier ones, 
but they all fit in well together 
and serve their purpose admirably. 


There are still many gaps to be 
filled in and ships such as the old 
‘Mauretania’ and ‘Carmania’ have 
yet to be built. There are still no 
examples of the early White Star 
liners or of the famous Guion 
Line. It is hoped that in due 
course the Inman Line, the Atlan- 
tic Transport Line and _ several 
other well known but now defunct 
companies will be represented. Un- 
fortunately, however, it seems that 
suitable plans of several notable 
ships just do not exist. It might be 
possible to build them from the 
combined use of Mr. J. H. Isher- 
wood’s profile drawings (Sea 
Breezes and ‘North Atlantic Sea- 
way’ by N. R. P. Bonsor, published

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SHIP STYLES. Like motor cars, ships have always followed the current fashion, 
and this tendency can be easily seen in the giant tankers which are now 
coming into service. Harland and Wolff of Belfast created a new profile for ships 
when the ‘Carnarvon Castle’ entered service in 1926. Such squat funnels had 
not been seen before and there was much discussion about them. Many were 
the murmurs that ships were not what they used to be, but the fashion was 
adopted and a whole fleet of ships with one or two low and horizontally br 
funnels made their appearance. The custom was adopted by foreign shipbuilders 
as well, notably by the Royal Dutch Mail whose magnificently named ships the 
‘Christian Huygens’, ‘Marnix Van Sint Aldegonde’ and ‘Johan Van Oldenbarneveldt’ 
had even smaller funnels than the Royal Mail ‘Highland’ Class ships (originally 
owned by the Nelson Line). The French Messageries Maritimes also experimented 
with funnel shapes at about the same time; they were probably the only line to 
operate ships with rectangular funnels. 


THE P. and O. LINE. The P. and O. Line is one of the few remaining companies 
which can trace its history back to the earliest days of steamships. The Cunard 
Line is another such company and both have managed to keep pride of place in 
their respective spheres. Both lines have faced serious competition which at 
times suggested that they would be overtaken. They never were overtaken, and 
even during the past few years when air lines have taken away from the sea all — 
or nearly all— business travel, these two lines have in entirely different ways 
developed enviable reputations in the cruising and holiday voyage business. 

The ships illustrated cover the period from about 1850 up to the present time. 
Paddle steamers gave way to screw vessels. The compound engine yielded to the 
triple expansion and quadruple expansion engine and the Company kept to this 
form of propulsion until 1929 when the ‘Viceroy of India’ was fitted with turbo- 
electric machinery. With the ‘Strathaird’ the Company adopted the practice of 
painting their ships with white hulls and buff funnels. Post-war ships have been 
ie cd larger and the ‘Canberra’ ranks as one of the largest ships in the 
worid,. 

The 15 ships so far modelled form but a small proportion of all the ships em- 
ployed since ships such as the ‘Hindostan’ and ‘Bentinck’ took up station in the 
Indian Ocean. Notable absentees are the ‘Lady Mary Wood’, ‘Madras’, ‘Himalaya’, 
‘Mooltan’ (1861), ‘Gwalior’, ‘Rome’ and ‘Britannia’. It should be possible, how- 

ever, to fill in these and other gaps by degrees. 
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CARGO LINERS 1890-1928. Cargo liners from about 1890 onwards provide an in- 
teresting source of modelling material. Their development was steady and after 
1920 more and more of them were propelled by diesel engines. Outstanding were 
the ships of the Blue Funnel line which retained their individuality until quite 
recently. The ships of this particular line could be used to illustrate the whole 
history of cargo liners. Alfred Holt demonstrated the power of the compound 
engine and the Company has remained in the forefront in matters of technical 
and engineering development. : 

The ‘Kiakoura’ was built from drawings taken from a builder's half model. 

Included in this group are two tramp steamers, one a steam ship, the other a 
motor ship. Readers might care to use their knowledge of pre-war shipping to 
identify these vessels.

MODERN CARGO LINERS. In the last few years all the principal cargo liner 
operators have built new fast ships with the latest ideas of cargo handling. This 
equipment varies from remote controlled derricks to cranes and the Hallen 
derrick which employs topping lifts and guys in an entirely new way. The latest 
of this group of ships have twin or triple hatches which has resulted in a great 
speed-up in loading and unloading. The ‘Southampton Castle’ is one of the 
fastest ships of its type ever built and takes its turn on the mail run with the 
big Union Castle passenger liners. The ‘Australia Star’ has a Stulcken derrick 
which can lift 300 tons.

HE kit of the SH-3-D SEA KING 

as produced by Messrs. Airfix 
is commendably accurate in outline 
and requires no major modifications 
to produce a most pleasing model. 
The only omission from the kit which 
must be added to the model is the 
small radar housing just beneath the 
rear fuselage, strangely this is shown 
on the kit box art but not included 
in the mouldings provided; this can 
be made by building it up from plastic 
card or a similar material using the 
drawings and box art as a guide.

The swimmers 
remained with the spacecraft to secure 
it in preparation for its retrieval by 
deck crews on the carrier. 
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The model may be considerably en- 
hanced by the addition of interior 
detail and as the instruction sheet 
does not include any guide in regards 
to interior finishing we offer the fol- 
lowing suggestions based upon offi- 
cial SEA KING painting instructions 
and manuals and photographs and 
study of the real machines. The in- 
terior of the cockpit is LIGHT GREY 
which is mixed from two parts Hum- 
brol MATT WHITE to one part 
Humbro!) MATT BLACK. This 
colour is applied to the walls, floor 
and seat frames, and also the instru- 
ment panels and floor console. The 
roof of the cockpit and all areas 
ABOVE the lower edge of the cockpit 
side window are MATT BLACK. 

The seats are covered with an 
orange material and this is matched 
by Humbrol GLOSS No. 18 
ORANGE which can be matted down 
by adding matt varnish or matting 
agent although a slight gloss sheen is 
apparent on the washable covers. The 
control sticks and other handles, etc., 
are also LIGHT GREY with black 
tops or handles. The instruments

Hardstanding area of the home base of 
Helicopter Squadron 10 at Miramar 
shows two of their Sea Kings in the 
overall Engine Grey finish with white 
lettering and detail. Side of the rear 
fuselage can be seen on No. 35 ‘9720’. 
The smaller digits are the ‘last four’ of 
the aircraft serial number, in the case 
of No. 35 this is 149720, with aircraft 
designation SH-3A above the serial just 
visible in these U.S. Navy official 

photographs. 


themselves have black faces and white 
digits and needles. The top of the 
instrument panel coaming is also all 
matt black. 

The rear crew and ‘operations’ 
compartment is also LIGHT GREY 
as is the winch gear for the dunkers 
and radar consoles etc. 

After one has painted the cockpit 
and fuselage halves as described 
above, hold these components to- 
gether as you may find that they do 
not quite fit smoothly, and some 
slight filling and trimming may be 
necessary to disguise the joint lines 
between the fuselage halves. 





The external finish is basically 
GLOSS WHITE, Humbrol No. 2 
colour with the undersides of the 


machine, etc., in LIGHT GREY 
mixed as described above. Other 
colouring detail is as shown on the 


accompanying drawings. Various 
extra small detail such as VHF/UHF

and other aerials, etc., may be made 
from heated stretched sprue and 
carefully cemented in place, and as 
with any other model one will find 
that a little patience and care will be 
repaid by finishing up with a truly 
superb model of this very famous 
helicopter.

AFV1914'19 


Armoured Fighting Vehicies of World War One 








ALTHOUGH from the AFV modeller’s 
point of view the kit manufacturers have 
almost entirely ignored the period 1914- 
1918 there is no doubt that the interest 
in ‘the war to end all wars’ is growing 
very rapidly, ably and actively en- 
couraged by such excellent publica- 
tions as AFV 1914-19 — Armoured Fight- 
ing Vehicles of World War One. Edited 
by Duncan Crow and published by 
PROFILE PUBLICATIONS at £3 5s. 

This is a hardback book of 164 pages 
in which many of the top experts in 
AFV's have written chapters describing 
the development and use of the Tank 
and Armoured Cars used during this 
period. 

All the main vehicles are covered in 
depth with some _ remarkable photo- 
graphs supporting a fascinating text 
which is further illustrated by superb 
two-page colour spreads of: Rolls 
Royce, Lanchester and Austin Armoured 
Cars, Mark | Male Tank, Beute Panzer- 
wagen IV (Mk. IV Female British tank 
captured and used by the Germans), 
and a Mk. V Male tank, a five-view 
together with perspective view of the 
British Mk. IV which carried the then 
new colours of the Tank Corps into 
action, 20th November, 1917, a five- 
view of A7V Sturmpanzerwagen ‘El- 
friede’, the first German tank captured 
by the British tank forces, then we 
have a one-page set of side views of 
a St. Chamond tank and a Schneider 
tank, in turn followed by two-page il- 
lustrations of the light tank Renault 
FT 17; this is then followed by drawings 
of medium tank Whippet Mk. A, the 
final two-page spread of colour draw- 
ings of tanks being of Tank Mk. Vill - 
The International. 

In addition to these superb illus- 
trations, which, of course, provides the 
modeller with masses of data on camou- 
flage and markings, is a further two- 
page spread showing American Tank 
Men (two) and German Tank Men with 
an infantryman looking on. These are 
excellent ‘action’ drawings showing the 
men and the uniforms and colours as 
they really were. 

The coloured artwork does much to 
enhance the appeal of this volume but 
the text and photographs are of a 
similar high standard and it is’ sur- 
prising how little was known on the 
whole subject of early AFVs until Pro- 
files put this book on the market. 

Certainly for anyone who wishes to 
study the history and development of 
the AFV, this is a must and it is in- 
teresting to find many parallels to early 
tank actions of W.W.IIl within the 
pages of this book.

‘LONDON'’S AIRPORTS’ is a complete 
guide in photographs and text to two 
of Europe’s most busy airports and here 
again those visiting the public. en- 
closures will find this book a_ very 
useful reference as well as an answer 
to those difficult questions that the 
youngsters seem to delight in asking— 
usually when there are a crowd of 
other children adjacent to one! 

All the major operations that take 
place at these Terminals are described 
in detail ranging from refuelling and 
servicing of aircraft to the safety and 
comfort of passengers. Facts and 
figures abound, for example we _ find 
that Heathrow is the busiest inter- 
national airport in the world and is 
used by more passengers than all the 
rest of Britain's airports put together, 
57 airlines operate regular services 
to and from this vast acreage of land 
and carry over 13 million passengers.

additional Terminal. The author does 
well not to press the points of con- 
troversy that surround airliner 4 Nena 
tions, but sticks to the main theme 
which is quite simply to tell you 
that these airports welcome visitors 
as well as passengers and through the 
pages of this little book provide a 
guide to the many facilities that are 
available to you.

REVIEW 


The ‘GARRISON’ range, 
including Olive, Minot 

and Greenwood & Ball 
reviewed by J. CROSS 





I FOUND a number of 54 mm. 
figures obtainable from “The Gar- 
rison’, 198 Northolt Road, South 
Harrow, Middlesex; very pleasing. 

Firstly are three Napoleonic 
figures by Minot at 18/- per un- 
painted figure: 

1. A Drum Major of Napoleon's 
Imperial Guard. 

2. A figure of Napoleon, wear- 
ing the familiar cocked hat. 

3. A British Waterloo Infantry- 
man. 

Detail on the figures is quite 
good, the Drum Major being a 
slim, elegant figure and nicely pro- 
portioned. His mace, or staff, is 
made from metal and, unfortun- 
ately, in consequence bends very 
easily. For anybody skilled with a 
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paint brush, this would make a 
very attractive figure. 

Napoleon is just a little too slim 
in build to be accurate, but again 
is not a bad figure, and painted 
well, could make a nice acquisi- 
tion. 

The Waterloo British Infantry- 
man makes a _ delightful figure 
when painted in the immaculate 
style of Greenwood and Ball, and 
would be an asset to anybody’s 
collection. 

The Olive figures are all very 
unusual. As are the Minot figures, 
they are all malleable metal and 
positioned after casting. I under- 
stand that at present there are 
twelve figures in the series avail- 
able. The figures I have seen are: 





A Camel Corps Trooper, Sudan, 
1884/5, Afghan War Hussar 
1878/9; 

U.S. Cavalryman, Indian Wars; 

U.S. Cavalry Indian Scout; 

Boer War Cavalry Officer, 1899/ 

1900. 

The latter dressed in khaki field 
service kit, is the best figure for 
detail, proportion, etc.; although 
the detail on all the figures is very 
good. The Afghan Hussar, wear- 
ing a helmet with khaki cover and 
all the metal fittings, is In a mix- 
ture of service dress and full dress. 
This figure tends to be a little 
skinny in the leg. The Camel

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Corps trooper is a good stout 
figure, with clear detail. Painted 
by Greenwood and Ball, this 
makes a very nice figure with the 
white helmet, anti-glare goggles, 
grey jacket, khaki breeches, blue 
puttees and brown boots. 

The two most unusual figures 
are those of the U.S. Cavalryman 
and Indian Scout. The Cavalryman 
sports a kepi, shirt with rolled 
sleeves, neckerchief, trousers rolled 
up and worn over the boots. An 
ammunition bandolier over the 
shoulder and regulation waistbelt 
and holster. The hair is long, and 
the face has a marvellous droop- 
ing moustache; in fact the whole 
face has a distinct ‘Western’ air 
about it. The Indian Scout wears 
the cavalry campaign hat with the 
crown punched out, and a feather 
sticking from the rear, a cavalry 
blouse, with a blanket worn around 
the waist holding a hatchet and 
knife. Indian leggings, breech-

clout, and moccasins clothe the 
nether regions. 

All the above are very nice 
figures, and will lend themselves 
well to conversion. At 16/- they 
are good value for money. How- 
ever, I do have a criticism to 
make with these figures. They are 
not too well animated, being a 
little stiff and uncharacteristic in 
attitudes. The gait with a walking 
figure is poor. Rifles, etc. do not fit 
into hands properly. Damage to 
castings in the animating process, 
i.e. “‘V’ cuts to bend arms, scours 
in the metal where legs, or arms, 
are bent are not made good. There 
would appear to be a little lack of 
knowledge as regards accoutre- 
ments —swordstraps fitted to the 
wrong part of the hilt, etc. All 
rather minor, perhaps, but detract 
from what would otherwise be 
very good figures. 

What can one say about Green- 
wood & Ball figures? Surely there

can be nobody who collects, makes, 
or paints military miniatures as a 
hobby who has not seen or heard 
of these figures. If not the first, 
they were one of the first, com- 
mercial enterprises to launch the 
‘toy soldier’ into the world of the 
Military Miniature. Collectors 
either love or hate them. Person- 
ally I fall into the first category, 
being hooked on them from the 
start. Basically there is nothing 
in the casting, the charm comes 
with the painting, and the figures 
can only be obtained painted at a 
cost of £3.10.0d. each. 

Five figures were presented for 
review: 


German Infantryman W.W.2 
German Paratrooper W.W.2 
German General W.W.2 
Officer of German Garde du 
Korps, gala dress 1900 
Officer, Argyle & Sutherland 
Highlanders, full dress

painted ‘moderns’ of the German Army 

in World War Il. A private, a General 
and a Paratrooper (note the map!). 


They are painted beautifully, even 
at this size. The Saxon Man at 
Arms is a first-class figure. I would 
call all of these, ‘collector’s figures’ 
rather than war game figures and 
they would grace anyone’s display 
case. 

The Garrison 20 mm war game 
figures are very well suited for this 
recreation, and include a vast se- 
lection of ‘Ancients’, including 
Romans, Carthaginians, Etruscans, 
Persians, Gauls, etc. There are also 


















Napoleonics and W.W.2 Germans. 
All are very well detailed and 


nicely proportioned. At 1/3 per 
foot figure, and 3/- per mounted 
figure, they are very good value 
for money. 

Four sets of Olive, do-it-yourself 
painting, or uniform information 
cards, are also obtainable from 
‘The Garrison’, at 6/- plus 1/- 
postage, per set.

THE THIRD SUBJECT in this 
new series describing and illustra- 
ting post-war Taxis, is the Austin 
FX4. 

This is Austin’s current-produc- 
tion Taxi. It is now almost uni- 
versal in the London Metropolitan 
area, where there are over 8,000 in 
service and is finding increasing 
favour in provincial towns and 
cities. 

Introduced in November 1957, 
and shown at the 1958 London 
Motor Show, the FX4 in Taxi and 
Hire Car forms was designed to 
replace the attractive but rather 
dated FX3 (March issue), which 
had been in production since 1948. 
Although a new model, the FX4 
design was influenced by that of 
the earlier Taxi. The chassis 
frames for instance were similar, 
both being of separate ladder type 
construction with central cruci- 
form reinforcement and. identical 
wheelbase dimension. The most 
striking difference on the new 
chassis was that the front suspen- 
sion was now independent, by coil 


; 








springs and wishbones. Rear sus- 
pension remained as before, with 
semi-elliptic leaf springs and rigid 
axle, the ratio being 4.8:1 (5.125: 1 
on Hire Cars). Engines also were 
unchanged, being 2.2 litre 4 cylin- 
der petrol and diesel units, de- 
veloping 68 bhp. and 55_ bhp. 
respectively. Although the diesel 
engines power output has re- 
mained unchanged since 1957, it is 
interesting that the petrol engine 
was firstly re-rated to 50 bhp., 
with the 68 bhp. unit optional, 
while from 1970 it develops 55.9 
bhp. with a 72 bhp. rating optional 
on the Hire Car only. 


An innovation on the FX4 was 
the option of a 4 speed manual 
or 3 speed Borg-Warner gearbox. 
Initially, the diesel engine and 
automatic gearbox were standard 
with no options, although later 
diesel engine/manual gearbox and 
petrol engine/manual = gearbox 
power trains become available. 
The automatic gearbox, it should 
be noted, is not usually available 
in conjunction with the petrol 
engine.

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AUSTIN

The FX4 body was completely 
new, built by Carbodies Ltd. (later 
renamed BSA Carbodies Ltd.), who 
had previously been responsible 
for the FX3 bodies, it is of all- 
steel construction and _ features 
more-modern flush-sided _ styling 
with four doors and six lights (side 
windows). External running boards 
are not fitted to the FX4 due to the 
flush-sided bodywork, although a 
heavy rubber strip is fitted along 
the body lower edge between the 
wheels to protect the panelwork 
(early examples had a ribbed alu- 
minium strip, instead of rubber). 
The windscreen is fixed and of flat 
glass, although the rear window 
was fitted with curved and tinted 
glass. Current models have a clear 
glass rear window, this having 
been standard on all Hire Cars. A 
driver’s seat, adjustable for height 
and reach is fitted (latest ones have 
adjustment for rake as well), with 
luggage space beside him. A low- 
height draught and protection 
screen is fitted between the driver 
and this luggage space, the screen 
design having been changed twice 
since the model’s_ introduction. 
Passengers are accommodated on a 
bench-type seat in the rear com- 
partment, with two additional rear- 
facing seats which fold up into the 
partition when not in use. Hire 
Cars are fitted with a tip-up seat 
beside the driver and the option 
of rear-facing or forward-facing 
occasional seats, either of which 
fold into the partition. 


Other variations between Hire 
Cars and Taxis are a chromium- 
plated strip fitted each side, run- 
ning from headlamp to rear door 
(early examples had a longer strip, 
with a dip in it near the rear end) 
and deletion of the roof-mounted 
‘Taxi’ sign and Taximeter. The 
rear boot, which contains the spare 
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wheel, is also used for luggage 
accommodation on Hire Cars. 
Styling changes since the vehicle 


was first introduced have been 
small. Early examples have a 
shield-shaped Austin badge 


attached centrally near the top of 
the radiator grille and a chromium- 
plated strip motif (with Austin 
coat-of-arms emblem each side at 
front end) fitted to the bonnet. 
Later, the radiator badge was 
changed to a diagonally-positioned 
Austin script one. Door handles of 
a revised shape were also fitted at 
this time. In March 1969 more 
drastic changes were made in the 
facelifted or Mk.2, when the rear 
end was modified to incorporate 
Austin 1300 rear lamps, giving a 
smoother appearance. These lamps 
incorporate flashing direction indi- 
cators and are supplemented by 
circular front flashing direction 
indicator lamps positioned beneath 
the headlamps and small repeater 
lamps on the front wings. These 
lamps replace the familiar ‘ear’- 
type lamps which, on_ earlier 
models, were fitted to the roof 
above each rear door. Later ex- 
amples of the Hire Car had 
already been fitted with circular 
front and rear flashing direction 
indicator lamps in lieu of the roof- 
mounted units. Other changes to 
the FX4 at this time include modi- 
fied occasional seat backrests, a 
modified partion which was also 
moved rearwards by 2 in., sub- 
stitution of the bonnet strip motif 
for a flat-mounted circular Austin 
coat-of-arms badge, roof sign re- 


worded ‘Taxi’ instead of ‘For 
Hire’, deletion of the  wing- 
mounted side lamps (these now 


being incorporated in the head- 
lamps) and the fog lamp. A minor 
detail was the fitting of polished 
metal surrounds and smaller open- 
ing pull strips to the door windows.

The FX4 is’ usually painted 
black (London General Cab Com- 
pany’s large fleet is embellished 
with a gold line at waist level, 
other examples will be seen in 
black with maroon section between 
waist and wing line) with grey 
striped headlining, black seat trim 
and grey rubber flooring. Earlier 
models had brown seat trim, head- 
lining and floor covering. Bumpers, 
over-riders, lamp rims, exterior 
mirrors, hub caps, radiator grille 
surround moulding, windscreen 
wiper arms and blades, windscreen 
and rear window surrounds and 
side door window surrounds are 
all chromium-plated. Radiator 
grilles are usually painted silver, 
blue, green, red or black, although 
some examples have chromium- 
plated grilles. The ‘Taxi’ sign is 
lettered in black on an amber 
background. Current price of the 
taxi is £1,190 with petrol engine 
and £1,265 with diesel engine, the 
automatic gearbox adding £68 to 
the latter, when specified. 

Optional extras include, two-way 
radio, radiator blind, heater unit 
(standard on Taxis), wheel rim 
embellishers or turbo wheel trims, 
lockable fuel filler cap, electric 
clock, mudflaps behind front and 
rear wheels, reversing lamps, dual 
fog lamps and chromium-plated 
trim strips on sides (standard on 
Hire Cars). A Taximeter is not 
fitted by the factory, although in 
service all Taxis are equipped with 
one. Usually the meters are rented, 
being supplied by several com- 
panies, including Bell, Halda and 
Argo. 

Up to the present time, 13,250 
diesel and 980 petrol-engined FX4 
Taxis, plus 300 Hire Cars have 
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been produced. Mann and Over- 
ton, the London distributors, sell 
FX4 Taxis at the rate of 15 a week 
and demand far exceeds supply. 

An FX4 Taxi in bright yellow 
paint was supplied in 1968 for ser- 
vice in New York. The vehicle was 
fitted with the non-standard petrol 
engine/automatic gearbox com- 
bination, and was apparently en- 
thusiastically received by _ the 
mayor of New York, John Lind- 
say, Who found it more comfort- 
able and manoeuvrable than the 
average American saloon-car based 
dreadnought (see May issue). 

The FX4 is also available in 
bare chassis/front wings condition 
(models FX4DR_ diesel, FL2Z2DR 
petrol), for the mounting of spe- 
cialist bodywork, such as ambu- 
lances and hearses. Some have 
been fitted with van bodywork, in- 
cluding a fleet of newspaper de- 
livery vehicles built by Glover, 
Webb and Liversidge Ltd., for the 
London ‘Evening News’.

HE MOVEMENT towards com- 

plete accuracy in flying scale 
models has advanced in leaps and 
bounds in the last few years, en- 
couraged in no small way by the 
virtually 100 per cent reliability in 
radio control equipment. And it is 
the radio model which is now leading 
the way in accuracy. No longer do 
we see the deviations which were 
usually incorporated in free flight 
scale models in order to attain 
stable flight — the oversized tail areas, 
exaggerated dihedral and model-type 
wing sections are now a thing of the 
past, and most subjects can be, and 
indeed are, being tackled with com- 
plete success without deviating from 
scale outlines in any way. 

Perhaps more exciting is the trend 
towards accuracy, not only in outline, 
but in the representation of the

original structure. This is the logical 
progression in flying scale modelling, 
but naturally it raises considerable 
problems in weight and materials.

is necessary to enhance the outward 
appearance of the model to their own 
satisfaction, with perhaps the ap- 
pearance of the model in the air 
being the most important aspect. 
Then there is the viewpoint of the 
average competition flyer who will 
obviously ensure that the dimensions 
are exactly to scale, but will normally 
only represent the various con- 
structional features without duplicat-

vision of various hatches which on 
the full size would give access per- 
haps to armament in the wings, but 
only representing them without mak- 
ing them work. Also, a typical model- 
type structure would be employed, 
but perhaps given the outward 
appearance of the full size. 
Obviously, there must always be a 
compromise in the constructional 
aspect of flying scale modelling, and 
one of the fascinating challenges of 
the hobby is in finding ways of 
creating the impression of correct 
structure without necessarily utilising 
it, especially where it may be im- 
practicable to scale down a particular 
feature. An example here is the 
hinge-line on the cowl of Terry 
Melleney’s Miles Hawk Speed Six — 
although the hinge does not work, it 
is of true scale size. Roy Yate’s 
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approach to the same plano-type 
hinge on the cowling of his Percival 
Proctor was to make the hinge work, 
but had to make it slightly over-scale. 
Which is the better solution? Obvi- 
ously, the ideal answer is a correct 
size working hinge, but this does con- 
vey some idea of the complexities 
involved in the hobby at its present 
state of advancement. 

The top class modeller who is both 
an avid scale man and also a com- 
petition flyer is certainly pushing 
forward towards the ultimate goal of 
an exact miniature replica — Dennis 
Bryant in particular has led the way 
in several pioneering features. His 
Fieseler Storch was perhaps the first

MESSERSCHMITT Me 163 


I WELL REMEMBER, from my 
wartime days as an _ Intelligence 
Officer, reading the first reports of 
Luftwaffe jet and rocket aircraft 
and then, standing on an airfield 
in Holland, seeing, high above, the 
specks later identified by our pilots 
as the Me 262 (of which more in a 
later article). The Me 163, though, 
came too late to prolong the war 
in Europe, fortunately for the 
allies, and one can only speculate 
on the effect this Komet might 
have had with its speed of 560 
m.p.h., service ceiling of 40,000 ft. 
and two 30 mm. cannons. I recall 
the Air Ministry signal telling us 
that it had a range of only about 
70 miles with endurance of about 
ten minutes or less; certainly less 
than a quarter of an hour. What- 
ever it could do, there were very 
many who heaved a sigh of relief 
when the signal came telling us to 
cease operations for we were then 
just inside Germany —at Rheine - 
and the range was narrowing.

Painting a miniature model 
Royal Scots Greys Officer 


Pat Campeau 
gives hints and 
tips from her 
own experience 
when painting 

a miniature model 
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This article is meant for be- 
ginners, for those of you who 
have collected your materials to- 
gether and made a few attempts 
to paint a model. Maybe you 
found it was not quite so easy 
as you thought and wished you 
could actually watch an expert 
at work and observe the tricks 
of the trade. Not many of us are 
lucky enough to know someone 
with this experience. 

| had never painted a miniature 
model before. It looked quite 
easy. | was fortunate, however, 
to work alongside a man who 
has been painting them for 10 
years, so | was able to watch, 
ask questions and have first-hand 
advice as | went along. 


Materials needed 

It is best to buy a complete 
range of paints, waterproof matt 
giving the best finish. Rose Minia- 
tures sell a series of 11 colours for 
3/8d. each. A pot of gold paint 


costs 2/1d. plus 1/7d. for the 
medium. Humbrol do a wide range 
of colours and a specially good 
silver. Three sable brushes should 
be enough, the length of the 
bristle is a matter of individual 
taste and you will soon discover 
how you work best. It is worth 
investing in the best quality and 
cleaning them thoroughly after 
use so they have a long life. The 
largest should be a size 3 to 
cover big surfaces quickly and 
thoroughly. The second size 1, 
and finally an OO for fine detail. 
An old white plate, tile or sheet 
of glass make good surfaces for 
mixing and can be scraped clean 
when paint has dried. Remember 
that once waterproof water paint 
has dried, it cannot be used 
again, so it is as well to put out 
only small amounts of each colour 
at a time. Other items needed — 
a large darning needle to pierce 
new tubes of paint. The Rose 
tubes have a thin metal seal over 
the nozzle to keep them airtight. 
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A paint rag, clean water, and 
white spirit to clean brushes after 
using gold and silver which are 
used with an oil bound medium. 


Making a start 

So, ready to paint, and the as- 
sembled model is washed in hot 
water to which detergent has 
been added to get rid of any 
greasy fingermarks. Using largest 
brush, take paint direct from the 
tube, but brush out thinly and 
well into all the crevices, taking 
care not to obscure fine detail 
in the modelling. Paint always 
from skin outwards, that is, start- 
ing with the flesh tones and the 
clothes in order of dressing, 
finally finishing with fine details 
on the top layer, buttons, braid, 
etc., and shadows on material. 

|! had chosen a Royal Scots 
Greys Officer to paint and made a 
start with his face. 


Flesh colours 

Skin tones always seem to 
cause concern. | was advised to 
mix white, scarlet, ochre and a 
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touch of light green to change 
the doll-like pink to normal flesh 
colour. This is a basic skin colour 
which can be modified for ladies 
or deepened by a touch of brown 
for sunburnt soldiers and so on. 
Ears are basic skin colour made 
a little pinker. | did not attempt 
any modelling and left the fea- 
tures of the face until a later 
stage and went on to the tunic. 
| mixed a quantity of thick scar- 
let, but was told it is better to 
apply two thinner coats to get a 
smooth, matt, professional finish. 
| mentally divided his tunic into 
four areas and painted one sec- 
tion at a time (see diagram 1). 
Making sure the paint remained 
wet until area was finished. Al- 
low to dry before putting on next 
coat in the same way. | held the 
model between my thumb and 
second finger so | could revolve 
it from front to back easily. At a 
later stage when painting a fine 
line it was better to lay the figure 
flat on the table and steady my 
brush hand with the other. A ‘V’ 
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shape cut into the centre of the 
long side of a matchbox makes a 
good rest for model's head. He 
can be placed in any position 
and remain stable (diagram 2). 


Facial features 

Having applied dark blue over 
the trousers and black on his 
bearskin | was ready to tackle 
the face, starting with the eyes. 
Fill in the whole socket area of 
the eye with mauve. This colour 
is made by adding a touch of 
crimson and blue to the basic 
skin tone. When dry, define the 
upper lid with a mid-brown and 
using either blue or brown fill in 
the iris. This is the method used 
by the Old Masters of miniature 
painting (diagram 3). The mouth, 
mixed from basic skin colour 
with a touch of scarlet added, 
the colour for men should be 
warm brown rather than red, the 
top lip a tone darker than the 
lower. Hair should be painted a 
middle tone of the desired colour 
then dark tones and lights can be 
added. The same colour for eye- 
brows, moustache or beard. 

| was now ready to fill in the 
details on his uniform. One coat 
is sufficient when painting gold 
on items such as lace and epaul- 
ettes. | used Rose pale gold for 
these, and would use Rose Light 
Antique for items meant to be 
bronze or dull brass. | was most

Stripes and Piping 

Stripes down the trousers or 
piping on jackets are easy to 
paint if done as the professionals 
do. First, paint the stripe or pip- 
ing taking care that one edge 
only is correct. The other can 
wander where it will (see dia- 
gram 4). Now load the brush 
with the colour of the trousers or 
coat and paint the other line, 
leaving a perfect stripe or piping. 
Don't despair the first time you 
try, it will take experience to be 
perfect and you may have to 
bai up several times to begin 
with. 


Boots and shoes 

Humbrol black gloss mixed with 
an equal quantity of Humbrol 
matt makes a good leather for 
boots and shoes. You don’t want 
them too shiny. However, if you 
have not bought these tins yet, 
you can use black water paint 
and when dry, put on a diluted 
coat of varnish. For extra realism 
they could be muddy.

Shading and highlights 

As a beginner it is as well to 
apply shadows sparingly. The 
moulding on the figure will cast 
its own shadows and light and 
shade. To deepen a shadow do 
not add black to your basic col- 
our as this will look muddy and 
dirty. For instance, suppose you 
are painting a scarlet tunic, in- 
tensify the deep folds by adding 
a touch of crimson to scarlet so 
making the colour cooler. On the 
other hand for highlighting do not 
add white but make the scarlet 
warmer, more orange, by adding 
a touch of yellow. Soften the 
edges of the shadow by blending 
into the background colour. This 
is a skilled technique, so don't 
despair the first time you try, 
just do the minimum and keep 
clean and simple. 


Khaki 


| should like to add a note here 
on khaki, which seems to cause 
as much concern as flesh colour. 
There is no true khaki, it ranges 
from a dark dirty green to a light 
washed-out yellow ochre. For 
dark khaki mix black and yellow 
ochre which gives a good base. 
Add a little yellow and scarlet 
and you can make the whole 
range. For tropical kit use yellow 
ochre, white and a touch of black 
if necessary, sharpen witha touch 
of yellow. 


The Base 
Give your model an _ appro- 
priate texture to stand. on. 


For interiors it could be a wood 
floor, splendid marble or chequ- 
ered tiles in colours of your 
choice. Out of doors there are 
sand, stone, or grass textures to 
choose from or a combination of 
all three. This is how | painted 
the ground for the Officer. First | 
made an overall ground colour by 
running different browns’ and 
ochre together and allowed to 
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dry. Then | mixed dark green 
straight from the tube with a dry 
brush and added a little sand. 
This can be built up on the base 
in clumps of grass and when 
hardened dry brush lightly with 
a light green so the brush just 
catches the top of the grass. To 
make a sand base, paint top sur- 
face with undiluted ochre and 
sprinkle on sand while it is still 
wet. The edge of the base is the 
last item to be painted and looks 
most effective done with Hum- 
brol black gloss. Check that any 
drops of colour from previous 
work are cleaned away with wire 
wool or a dampened rag, before 
you Start. 

The top of the model's head or 
his head-dress will have become 
greasy by the constant pressure 
of your finger so holding the base 
of the model on the table rub 
head-dress with a damp rag be- 
fore applying a final coat of paint.

IN FEBRUARY’S issue some of 
insignia used by the American 
forces during World War II were 
described, together with the use of 
the Allied white star recognition 
emblem and the numbering system 
often used by the Americans for 
vehicle identification in lieu of 
insignia. It was not possible to pro- 
duce a second article in time for 
the March issue, but this month 
we cover some of the emblems 
used by the American armoured, 
airborne and marine divisions. 
The placing of insignia used by 
the formations listed below is the 
same as that for formations cov- 
ered in February, i.e. Army, Corps 
or Division on the right of ve- 
hicles, front and rear: regimental 


Prior to 1940, insignia were 
often painted on armoured cars, 
and sometimes on tanks, but when 
America entered the war such ex- 
amples became rare and most 
armoured vehicles during the war 
years bore only the white star, the 
identifying number code and oc- 
casionally a nickname: examples 
of insignia, especially on tanks, be- 
came the exception rather than the 
rule. In post-war years this prac- 
tice has been continued and today 
insignia are most likely to be seen 
on commanders’ jeeps and sedans. 
However, some tanks did bear in- 
signia during the war, and some 
examples are included for model- 
lers wishing to use them. As usual 
there are brief run-downs on the

Tank Destroyer Battalions also 
adopted a basic insignia (Fig. 6) 
with their individual unit numbers 
above it. These units came under 
the Tank Destroyer Force and 
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were entirely independent of the 
armoured divisions to which they 
were attached. They were moved 
to different commands from time 
to time, though it was possible for 
one unit to remain with the same 
division for a long period. 

The U.S. Marine Corps Museum 
in Virginia has been unable to 
quote any definite ruling on the 
use of insignia on Marine vehicles, 
but three examples are included

The main superstructure is 
also intended to be removable, 
but the shape of the deck section 
does not allow a true fit, and this 
is best glued on after all the 
switches etc., are installed. 

The kit comes complete with 
all wiring, motors, shafts and gear- 
box, to motorise both the pro- 
pellers and the main turrets.

The huge ‘Ya- 
mato’ seen in de-

might need replacing if the model 
is to stand up to heavy punish- 
ment with regular pond use. The 
turret turning gear would require 


modification if used. The motor 
to drive this mechanism is con- 


tained in the superstructure and 
adds to the top weight, so hull 
ballast weights are a must, if this 
model is destined for radio 
control. 

Detailing in this kit is really 
first class and the overall effect 
is very good, but, as with most 
plastic kits, minor faults can be 
found. Happily, all these can be 
overcome with a little time and 
patience. 

The review sample took over 80 
hours to assemble ‘Straight from 
the box’, and at least another 
similar period could be spent on 
‘Super detailing’. To illustrate this, 
we can take the four aircraft sup- 
plied with the kit. (Seven a/c were 
normal complement on this class 
of Battleship). Two types are pro- 
vided — ‘Pete’ and ‘Jake’ float- 
planes, which are kits in them- 
selves, containing I1 pieces to each 
‘Pete’ and 10 parts to each ‘Jake’, 
these kits make up into very ac- 
ceptable models in their own right 
straight from the box, but the 
fastidious modeller can add extra 
detail to these basic parts to make 
a really superb model. They are 
accurate in outline and dimensions 
and only need working on ac- 
cording to your own skill, to pro- 
duce a better than average model. 
The rest of this impressive kit can 
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also be broken down into sub as- 
semblies, each a model in its own 
right. 

Recommended for the better 
than average modeller. The kit in- 
structions are clear, but in the 
usual Japanese style of English, 
and are well illustrated with 
sketches. All parts are numbered 
and a four page ‘Sprue’ diagram is 
included to enable the modeller 
ample reference. Painting instruc- 
tions are practically non existent 
and reference for finishing should 
be made to available photographs. 

To summarise, an enormous kit, 
the boldest venture yet in plastic 
models and equally unusual for 
its value as a ‘working’ scale 
model. The cost of £25 provides 
more than average hours of con- 
structional enjoyment followed by 
the doubled pleasure of owner- 
ship plus operation in the pool. It 
is distributed by A. A. Hales Ltd. 

HOBBY KIT ‘Yamato’ Scale 
1/250. Price £11.5.0. Distributed 
by R. Kohnstam Ltd. This kit is 
a much simpler model than the 
larger scale kit, but is still very 
impressive. Overall length is 42in. 
(3 ft. 6 in.) and is ideal for radio 
control enthusiasts. The hull is 
moulded in one piece, with the 
usual deck inserts at the stern. The 
deck comes in three pieces and is 
screwed to the hull. These decks 
are robust and follow the hull con- 
tours accurately. Detailing is pro- 
fuse, but of a rather coarse nature 
and needs to be toned down some- 
what. The kit is easier to assemble 
and gives a very pleasing result, 
also it is suited to static display as 
well as motorising. Two motors are 
included in the kit, and the parts 
that matter to propel the model 
(Shafts and Propellers) are made 
of metal. A gearbox is included 
which is pre-assembled and works 
very well. 

The kit follows similar construc- 
tion to the larger model, and all 
the necessary instructions are con- 
cise, with ample illustration of the 
various fittings. 

This kit can be recommended 
and being of a simplified construc- 
tion is suitable for the beginner as 
well as the ‘Expert’. Dependant on 
what you are looking for, depends 
your choice of kit. Both are worth 
time and effort being spent on 
them and both have their share of 
minor faults which can easily be 
corrected with a little patience. 
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The latest ship from AIRFIX is the 
Royal Research Ship Discovery used 
by Captain Scott for his first An- 
tarctic Expedition in 1901-4. This 
interesting kitis fairly easy to make 
provided care is taken with the rig- 
ging. It has 211 parts, including two 
men, two sledges and 12 huskies, and 
the instructions show the ship as it 
would have been under full sail, but 
we have modified it to look as it is, on 
the Thames Embankment, today and 
this required a fair amount of work. 
All the yards, booms and gaffs were 
removed, except for the spanker gaff 
and jib boom under which a bow-

sprit, which could be made from a 
cylindrical piece of sprue, was 
placed. The mushroom airvents and 
the five medium-sized boats were also 
removed and the smallest boat was 
placed on the rear boat supports, 
together with the largest boat. The 
painting is the same as the instruc- 
tions except that the funnel and 
masts are matt white, the deck is 
bleached teak and the copper bow is 
matt black; that the hull is matt black 
is unfortunate as it means that the 
highly reflective transfers stand out.

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Another point is the lack of ‘Pin- 
rails’ making it very difficult to 
locate the various halyards and 
topping lifts, further, the rigging 
diagram is not as clear as it could 
be, and many of the stays shown 
on the diagram, just disappear 
into the ‘Blue’. No deadeye or 
turnbuckle positions are even 
shown, so before assembly com- 
mences, some thought should be 
given to these and the various 
parts made from sprue or twisted 
fuse wire. The positions will have 
to be determined from references 
or a study of the prototype first 
hand. (The ship is permanently 
moored at the Victoria Em- 
bankment, London, and is cur- 
rently used by the Royal Naval 
Reserve as a recruiting centre, but 
is Open to conducted parties daily, 
including Sundays. Times are 

1 p.m. to 4.30 p.m. All visitors 
must be off the ship by 4.45 p.m. 
Admission is free.) 

Incidently, we were taken to 
task by one reader for quoting the 
Airfix Cutty Sark as being 1/ 144th 
scale. Several of the famous ships 
in the Airfix range are made to 
common length rather than com- 
mon scale and no claim is made 
by Airfix that they are to a stan- 
dard scale. 


Unusual subject 


The Japanese manufacturers have 

been showing a lot of originality in 
their choice of kits and FUJIMIs 
St. Edward Crown is no exception. 
This 1/3rd scale kit has 200 parts 
including imitation diamonds, em- 
eralds, pearls, rubies and sapphires. 
The plastic is pre-painted in gold 
which gives a better finish than 
commercial paints, but it is vital 
to scrape this off when gluing parts 
together. 

The kit is supplied with purple- 
coloured velvet but the black er- 
mine ‘spots’ have to be painted on 
the white ‘fur’ and it is advisable 
to practice this on a spare piece.

Apart from this and a few small 
diamonds and pearls, the crown is 
very accurate and the kit comes 
complete with a sceptre and a base 
which can form part of a glass 
case. 

The crown, by the way, is the 
one in the emblem on the side of 
G.P.O. vans. (Price is 37/6d.) 

One of the latest NITTO kits, 
which is their best to date, is of 
the American M8 Al1_ Tractor 
Cargo, which we would call a gun 
tractor, and is No. 6 in their 1/35th 
motorised series. The attention to 
detail is excellent including a front- 
mounted, working bulldozer or 
scraper blade and a rear-operating 
crane with a cable slung cargo 
platform for self-loading opera- 
tions. 

The basis of the tractor is the 
American M.4 tank. It was develo- 
ped at the latter part of World War 
II by the American Army, it was 
also supplied to the Japanese Se- 
curity Forces after the war and is 
still in use today. The Tractor is 
used to pull artillery pieces such as 
the 120 mm, 90 mm anti-aircraft 
gun, 10S mm, 155 mm and 203 mm

field guns, another use is hauling 
supplies of ammunition and troops 
in the rear areas. 

The colour is normally semi- 
matt olive green. Decals are sup- 
plied in the kit for both American 
Army and Japanese Security Forces, 
these are well finished but rather 
glossy but a coat of flat varnish 
corrects this. 

Now for the kit construction. On 
opening the box, which contains 
140 plastic parts plus 19 other 
parts, including clear plastic for 
cab windows, it all looks rather 
complicated; but after studying the 
22 detailed steps, assisted by photos 
of the sections printed in the in- 
structions, no snags were found. 
The chassis construction is quite 
straightforward with working metal 
springs on the suspension arms and 
a choise of drive sprockets for 
static or working models as re- 
quired. Some parts are quite frail 
to handle, to cut the cab guard 
rails and the hoop rails for the top, 
a fine tooth saw or a hot knife 
blade would help in removing them 
from sprue. 

The operating scraper blade 
should have a dry-run construction 
as the situation occurs when three 
hands could prove useful. 

Crew supplied are driver, radio 
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operator, standing officer, walking 
sub-machine gunner and two seated 
soldiers with rifles to sit in the 
personnel compartment. The only 
armament carried is a roof-moun- 
ted M2 machine gun. 

Moulding finish is excellent and no 
flash to speak of, even the sprue 
joints are not obvious, the finished 
tractor is a good addition to a 1/35th 
collection as there is more working 
parts than a normal tank and at SS5s. 
it is good value for money. Two 
UM-2 batteries are required for 
power, these, of course are not 
supplied. 


Cover subject

duction kit looked like. 

We need not have worried. This 
kit must be one of the best that 
this company have produced to 
date. Moulded in white polysty- 
rene, the surface detail can only be 
described as excellent and the fit of 
component parts is such that the 
wings and tailplane, if need be, 
could be simply plugged into posi- 
tion rather than cemented in place, 
a feature which certainly will be 
popular with those who like to 
store their models away or trans- 
port them around as do, for ex- 
ample, members of I.P.M.S. to 
variouscompetitionsandexhibitions. 

Assembly follows the usual prac- 
tice and the now familiar illustra- 
ted step by step instruction sheet 
leaves no doubts as to what parts 
go where on which variant. 

The kit may be assembled either

The bomber 
version can be built straight from 
the box, no modifications being re- 
quired to complete the kit as this 
version. However, that of the 
Coastal Command variant’ will 
need the pre-part-drilled inserts on 
the inside of the wings and fuse- 
lage halves to be opened out so 
that the radar aerials can be in- 
serted and cemented in place. The 
only alteration required on _ the 
model also applies to the Coastal 
version. The wing mounted radar 
array should be angled outwards 
and not pointing straight forward 
as they would be if one followed 
the instruction sheet and box art. 
To rectify this very minor error 
open up only one of the part 
drilled holes on the inside of the 
lower wing halves and remove the 
locating pin from the rear of the 
radar stem; then, having checked 
that the remaining pin fits cor- 
rectly into the front locating hole, 
gently turn the whole aerial so 
that it is angled outward to about 
70 deg. to the main spar of the 
wing. . . reference to any photo- 
graphs of Coastal Command Whit- 
ley’s will illustrate this point. 

Also, although the small oblong 
fuselage windows are represented 
in the kit by slightly raised surface 
detail, check very carefully before 
painting your model to ascertain 
whether these windows had been 
painted over on the Squadron. 
This was frequently done, particu- 
larly on Coastal Command Mk. 
VII's when they often left the 
cluster of four windows just aft of 
the fuselage entry door unpainted. 

Interior detailing is made up of 
a pilot seat and crew compartment 
floor which also includes’ the 
moulding for the navigator’s table

and the second pilot’s seat . . . the 
bomb aimer is moulded integrally 
with his piece of ‘floor’ but those 
who wish to omit crew figures can 
easily make up a new ‘floor’ from 
scrap card, etc. — 

The undercarriage is moulded 
with the main doors attached to 
inserts which slip inside’ the 
nacelles, this in turn taking the en- 
tire undercarriage oleo leg and 
supporting struts; however, if one 
wishes to mount the model on the 
stand provided then one has alter- 
native solid inserts with the ‘tyres 
protruding as on the real machine, 
which one uses instead of the 
‘open’ unit. ; 

The transparencies are of an ex- 
cellent clarity and fit and the rear 
gun turret detail includes the 
separate gun mount/ breech blocks 
for the four machine guns. 

One rather strange error occurs 
on the box art presentation as that 
on the front of the box shows the 
Coastal Command Whitley with 
two machine guns in the nose 
turret, this is artistic licence as 
Whitleys only carried one nose gun 
as is provided in the kit! 

Decals are also very good, being 
flat matt finish with very near to 
accurate shades of roundel blue 
and roundel red.

correctly drawn, it is just that the 
captions to the colours have some- 
how got switched. 


NICHIMO’s latest car kit is the 
Japanese TOYOPET CORONA Mk. 
IT 1900 Hardtop SL, distributed by 
A. A. Hales Ltd. This 1/20th scale 
model has several interesting features 
such as pseudo-pneumatic tyres, and 
full suspension. The kit is well de- 
tailed with ‘chromium-plated” bum- 
pers and fittings and also good 
quality clear plastic windows. The 
car is fairly easy to construct and 
paint, provided care is taken to keep 
the paint and glue away from the 
plastic windows. One criticism which 
could be levelled against the kit is the 
poor design of the gears, connecting 
the electric motor to the wheels. 
These do not engage properly and 
the car does not run satisfactorily 
without very careful effort. All the 
doors, bootlid and bonnet open and 
the interior detail extends to reclining 
seats and simulated dashboard. The 
model looks ‘vely implessive’ in its 
yellow plastic and black interior and 
matt top. Suspension is realistically 
independent at the front, with Acker- 
man steering link (not connected to 
the steering column!), while plastic 
coil springs and wire coil shock ab- 
sorbers grace the conventional rear 
axle drive. Engine detail is largely 
hidden by the huge cambox cover and 
twin carb filters, but extends to oil 
filter and cooling fan, battery, 
radiator and heater blower. At 67/6d. 
it’s but a fraction of the £1,236 the 
real job would cost you, and still 
gives one the opportunity of boasting 
ownership (see photo above).

The scale of 1/76 is still the 
most popular among modellers of 
miniature AFVs and we are very 
pleased to report that Messrs. 
MERBELEN, Hawthorn Hill, 
Bracknell, Berks., have now ob- 
tained distribution in the U.K. for 
the American ARMTREC range 
of vacuum formed accessories to 
this scale. 

The sets each consist of various 
tools, jerry cans and similar equip- 
ment that are obviously designed 
to be fitted to 1/76 scale AFVs and 
soft-skinned models, thus adding 
a touch of individualism to one’s 
models. 

Set No. 1 ‘GERMAN’ consists of 
1 MG.34, 1 MG.42, 2 bipods for 
these, 2 AA mounts, 4 ammunition 
drums and 1 MG shield. Set No. 2 
is made up of ten Jerry Cans. Sei 
No. 3 will be for American equip- 
ment (no samples were available of 
this set at time of writing), and 
Set No. 4, GERMAN Pioneer 
tools: made up of 2 Jerry Cans, 
2 hatchets (different types), 1 pick 
and one shovel, plus 3 other tools. 

Each set is priced at 3/9d. each 
set, plus 6d. postage (which covers 
cost of one or all the sets). 

With each item moulded in poly- 
styrene the detailing is excellent 
and with careful painting a most 
realistic and accurate ‘load’ of 
extras and spares can now be 
added to most miniature AFYs.

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A breath of yesterday dropped 
through the letter box when a 
selection of 1/72nd SKYBIRD 
figures were received from ACORN 
MODELS of Swansea. 

Cast from the original ‘Skybird’ 
moulds of some 35, or more, years 
ago they still look well. The metal 
now used is lighter than the 
original lead but is readily worked 
upon with a sharp craft knife to 
remove flash and accentuated de- 
tail, as and where necessary. 

Present issue covers World War 
One period, British and German 
soldiery and British flying person- 
nel (at 1/9d. each)—the despatch 
rider and motorcycle (3/-) and 
sprinting pilot are particularly 
well modelled — and they will un- 
doubtedly be in demand by keen 
wargamers and collectors of ‘mili- 
taria’ figures and accoutrements. 
Originally they were sold ‘rough’ 
painted at a fraction of their pre- 
sent cost, even so, they represent 
good, fair, value and with careful 
painting will be a rewarding ad- 
dition to any collection. Inevitably 
the end result lies in one’s own 
hands — as with all modelling — 
but here is a good basis to work 
upon.

RAREPLANES — (located in 
Earlswood, Surrey, England) are 
speeding up the release of their 
vacuum formed plastic aircraft 
kits and one more recent addi- 
tion to the range was that for 
a 1/72 scale CURTISS A-8 
SHRIKE monoplane, price 10/6d. 
(U.K,). RAREPLANES are limit- 
ing their production to a run of 
only five hundred models of each 
type that they produce and thus 
they can be said to be truly cater- 
ing for the specialist model maker. 

The vacuum formed parts come 
on a single sheet of styrene with 
all parts pressed in ‘halves’ which 
have to be carefully cut out and 
trimmed prior to cementing these 
together, we feel sure that the 
company will not object to our 
stressing the fact that these kits 
are strictly for the more expert 
modeller, definitely NOT the 
beginner. However, as the types of 
aircraft they are producing are 
such that the younger modeller 
may not be attracted to them as 
he would, say, to better known 
types, it does mean that the 
specialist can order with reason- 
able surety of obtaining a_ kit, 
but we do suggest you place a

standing order as the demand is 
rapidly growing and they do sell 
very quickly indeed. 

The beauty of these kits is that 
the modeller having been provided 
with the basic components parts 
can then decide just how far he 
wishes to go in regards to super 
detailing, etc. As with earlier 
RAREPLANES one has to hunt 
in one’s spares box for a suitable 
set of wheels and other smaller 
parts but a cockpit windshield and 
transparencies are included with 
the kit. 

The instructions sheet forms 
the packing for the kit and the 
quality and accuracy of the 
general arrangement drawings and 
painting instructions is excellent 
in addition to which one also is 
provided with a listing of sources 
of reference for further data on 
the machine one is modelling. 

These are an excellent series 
which are receiving considerable 
attention among experienced 
model makers and provided care 
is taken one can produce award 
winning models from these sets of 
basic mouldings. 

The company also ask modellers 
to write them with hints and tips 
on improving their kits and also 
with ideas as to how one can 
make even better models from the 
basic components. One suggestion 
that RAREPLANES are taking up 
is to increase the thickness of the 
polystyrene which will be done 





on future kits commencing with 


that for the BEECHCRAFT 
STAGGERWING and the HEIN- 
KEL He.-51\1_ pre-war biplane 
fighter which are the next models 
in this series. 

The model featured on the cover 
of the May issue of Scale Models 
was a FIAT 18/24 by RIO at 
32/11d. This model is finely detailed, 
as are the other three reviewed here, 
it is beautifully detailed and has an 
operating rear luggage rack and 
starting crank. The plated brass parts 
add greatly to the scale appearance 
and it is a little masterpiece. All four 
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of the Italian-made die-casts are 
available as are 40 others from 
MODELTIME, Croydon, Surrey, 

Two die-cast models of Formula | 
cars are the first of the new series by 
POLITOYS to 1/32nd scale at 
18/9d. These two cars are well 
finished, the FERRARI being red, 
and the MATRA blue, the abundance 
of chrome plating on these two 
models give them an attractive ap- 
pearance, if perhaps a trifle unreal. 
Both cars are similar in construction 
and are gimmick-free, apart from the 
usual revolving wheels. The engine 
and chassis detail are exquisite and 


each car has a plastic aerofoil.

An 
innovation with all three models is 
that a decal sheet is included which 
provides the relevant numbers and 
insignia.
